others. The purpose of the corn belt 
committee is to capture congress by

FARM BLOC SMALL 
Just .now the numerical strength of 


the farm bloc is small. The bloc 
not function very much in the last 
session of congress. The Democrats 
were not active in this bi-partlsan al- 
liance as they were two years ago; 


The opportunities to develop a farm 


bloc by using the McNary-Haugen 
principles of agricultural economics 
are better than they have been since 
the bloc idea started after the war.

There Is evi- 
dence that the proponents of equalize 
tlon fees can work through the reg- 
ular* farm organizations but whether 
they can get absolute unanimity on 
their program, it Is too early to pre- 
dict. The fixing of a definite price 
on the cost of producing corn is the 
first step in making the farmer un- 
derstand the complicated questions 
that have been debated. The terms 
"equalization fee" and "tariff wall" 
and "export surplus" are a little dif- 
ficult to explain on the stump but 
that a movement is on foot to obtain 
n minimum of at least $1.42 a bushel 
for corn is simple and tempting. The 
same Idea can be applied In fixing the 
cost of producing a bushel of wheat. 
It IB significant that in all the pro- 


nouncements from the meeting In Des 
Molnes of the Corn Belt Committee 
the attack Is directed at Secretaries 
Mellon, Jardlne and Hoover. President 
Coolidge Is not namefl specifically. 
The political managers who have the 
have not failed, however, to note the 
numerous stories emanating 
from 


Iowa discussing the availability of 
Gov. 
Frank O. Lowden for the 1938 


nomination. All this ^calculated to 
make Mr. Coolldgo nervous and cause 
him to revise his attitude toward farm 
relief.

IMMORTAL LITERATEURS 


Rudyard Kipling has ventured, rather 


hardily, to say that in the history of lit- 
erature only about 12 men have really 
achieved immortality. But he does not 
attempt to give a list of these 12 and we 
are led to wonder just what there is he- 
hind this extraordinary statement, for. 
in truth, it sounds weak. In fact, so weak 
does it sound, that it is hard to credit 
Kipling with saying it. 
In the first 


place we doubt whether Mr. Kipling or 
any one else is capable of definitely fixing 
the attributes of immortality. In the next 
place it is hard to believe that there are 
only 12 "immortals'' in the history of all 
literature. It does not seem quite, reason- 
able and Mr. Kipling would confer a favor 
Upon the public if he would make specif- 
ic the basis upon which his deductions 
are drawn. 


A writer might be "immortal" for so 


many things. 
Shall we .iudge him from 


the rectitude-of his private, life? 
Shall 


we judge him from the number of articles 
he successfully marketed ? Shall we judge 
him by the number of free, publicity no- 
tices that fall to his lot. or shall we judge 
him by the impress he left on his time and 
his community? 
And. if the latter, by 


what standard are we to compare the 
achievement of the individual, in order to 
make an accurate comparison? 
How in- 


volved such a choice would become may 
easily be seen and it is not easy to imag- 
ine that Mr. Kipling took that trouble. 
Even then it would be mere assertion. 
Undoubtedly the statement was only Mr. 
Kipling's very personal opinion, perhaps 
formed through snap judgment, on the 
spur of the moment.

Russia is the great realm of undevel- 


oped possibilities. Potentially she could 
be the richest, mo^t productive nation in 
the world. Properly organized and prop- 
erly developed she could become the 
greatest economic factor in the world as 
we know it.

It needs but organization to exploit 


properly this mine of materials for the 
benefit of mankind. This, however, can- 
not obtain until the soviet learns a very 
valuable lesion in cooperation and modi- 
fies still further its program to conform 
more,sensibly with the balance of the 
Trorld and tho thought of ihe more sane 
nations. In tho end it will bo dnvrn to 


course by economic necessity. 


ARMY STUDENT AID 
, 


The new departure of the army in offer- 


ing a means to students to finance their 
senior college year should work to their 
mutual advantage. The army as a part 
of its program for building up a training 
reserve, lias announced that it will, each 
September, finance 100 young junior 
classmen- who are unable to finish their 
senior year. In return it will ask a short 
term enlistment of 18 months, the senior 
term being the first half and the follow- 
ing nine months to be spent in army 
i'amp« whore they will receive particular 
instruction in army supply procurement 
problems. At the end of the camp work 
they may apply for reserve commissions 
or retire to civilian stattis without obliga- 
tion. 


This departure has obvious advantag- 


es. It insures a means of completing 
their college studies to many who might 
otherwise be obliged to drop them. 
It 


also provides the army with 'a steady 
supply of promising material for informa- 
tion and training in army practices, a cer- 
tain percentage of whom are almost cer- 
tain to remain with the army, the balance • 
to gradually build up a civil group in- 
formed in army supply problems and 
methods.

SPIDER BITE POISONING 


Entomologists generally assure us that spiders 


are innocuous little friends and seldom or never 
bite anybody, or It they do absent mindtdly b\to 
somebody it Is harmless. Yet some 160 cases of 
spider bite poisoning have been reported in tho 
United States. Dr. Emll Bogen recently reported 15 
cas^s which have been treated In the Los Angeles 
general hospital. 


As a rule the history is of a bite by a black 


sn'der, followed immediately by excrutiating pain 
In the legs and abdomen, great rigidity of the ab- 
dominal muscles, marked increase in blood 
pres- 


sure, fever and an 
Increase in. the number of 


leucocytes or white blood corpuscles such as oc- 
curs with acute infections.
